WASHINGTON - president Ria 
fnhower’s plan to centralize the 
Army, Navy and Air Force is a 
sincere attempt to cut down cost 
and cut out bickering in the armed 
force* 
It has some merit ami 
some dangers. 
Without 
arguing the pros and 
cons, here is <me situation which 
doesn’t need to bt argued — the 
amazing duplication of buying by 
the Army, Navy and Air Force, 
which could be wiped out without 
a single law being passed hy Con­ 
gress. 


To illustrate, here are a few 
items used by all three military 
service*, which are still bought in 
competition with each other. 
If 
standardized, 
millions of dollars 
could 
be 
saved in bookkeeping, 
cataloging, and bulk buying. 
Men’s socks: This is an easily 
standardized item, yet the mili­ 
tary services still purchase four 
diffeient 
kinds 
of cotton nylon 
socks, the Air Force and the Navy 
buy a black nylon, elastic knit va 
riety, 9 1*1 inches long, at 25 cents 
per pair. The Army buys a black, 
ribbed knit br^nd, IO 1-2 inches, 
coating 30 cents, 
The Navy also 
purchases the same sock, in white 
and black colors, at 25 centi a pair. 
Women'* 
dress gloves: 
Eight 
kinds of cotton glove*, knitted and 
woven, are used by the military, 
ranging in price from 95 cents to 
$1 30 
The Army buys tan-colored 
gloves for its Wa c’s; the Air Force 
demands white and gray colors; 
Navy and Marine Corps pur­ 
ple same glova for their 
women contingents in white, black, 
and brown 
f ood: I here has been a certain 
amount of standardization in this 
because, as one investigator put* 
it, 'God standardized the bean and 
other vegetables and private in 
genuity has taken care of the pro­ 
cessing and canning for the mili­ 
tary.” 
Nuts, bolts, and screws: 
These 
are a tremendously costly Item, 
but almost nothing has been done 
to standardize them, or, for that 
matter, any replaceable parts in 
weapons or machines of the four 
ser\ ices 
Failure to standardize 
parts of basic weapons, such as 
machine guns, hurt us in World 
Mar II and Korea and is still a 
heavy expense to the taxpayers. 
M attresses: The military serv­ 
ices use 28 kinds of mattresses, 
including 
1 7 varieties authorized 
by the Army, 
T-Shirts; 
The Air Force uses 
a \ neck in the summer, the Army 
and Navy a round-neck style. 
Women's Shoes; The Army and 
Navy require different lasts and 
different heel heights, 
Exercise Shorts: The Air Force 
required an 8-ounce, cotton denim 
short for women, costing $2, the 
Army a 6 ounce short costing $1.30. 


The history of unified buying— 
or lack of it—in the armed serv­ 
ice* is interesting 
Ifs one rea­ 
son why Congress will look care 
fully at Ike’s new unification plan

Dix, N J , ” Connelly 
said. “ We’ve gotten some very 
I nigh young men from the side­ 
walks of New York, and you know 
how they ended up after 
they 
spent a few days with us? 
Like 
the good soldiers we made them. 
The Army doesn’t have time for 
misfits 
They shape up or else.” 
Connelly was 
saying Mass at 
Ft. Shafter, Honolulu, when 
the 
Japanese 
bombs 
fell on 
Pearl 
Harbor 
He subsequently land­ 
ed 
with 
American 
troop* 
on 
Buna, Guadalcanal, 
Munda, Lu-
